Secret Testimony 
By AF Officials to 
Committee Revealed 


WASHINGTON OLP)—The Unit­ 
ed States disclosed Sunday it has 
perfected a hydrogen bomb war­ 
head for use on the ocean-span­ 
ning intercontinental ballistic mis­ 
sile (ICBM) now under develop­ 
ment. 
The Air Force said that it will 
be only a m atter of time — how 
much it did not specify — before 
the ICBM is ready for use. It said 
no new inventions are needed to 
make construction of the dreaded 
missile possible but conceded a 
vast amount of engineering work 
must be done. 
The

called 
the 
“ultimate 
weapon." 
Officials have said it 
could span the ocean and come 
crashing down on an unsuspecting 
city at several times the speed 
of sound. 


Russian Claims Discounted 


Communist 
Party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev said in London recent­ 
ly that Russia soon will have a 
missile equipped with an H-bomb 
warhead which would be capable 
of hitting any target in the world. 
But U. S. officials discounted this, 
saying it will be five to IO years 
before the ICBM is perfected. 
The Air Force disclosed U. S. 
development of an H-bomb war­ 
head light and handy enough to fit 
on an ICBM in secret testimony 
March 6 before a House appropria­ 
tions subcommittee.

Cuba Crushes 


Revolt; Arrest 
Ex-President 


HAVANA <r.n>—The Cuban gov­ 
ernm ent announced today it had 
crushed a revolutionary outbreak 
in Matanzas, a seaport town 60 
miles east of here, and that ll 
rebels had been killed. 
The government suspended con 
stitutional guarantees to choke off 
further revolutionary threats and 
arrested former President Carlos 
Prio Socarras on charges he insti­ 
gated the uprising. 
Troops were posted at strategic 
points in Havana and public build­ 
ing were under heavy guard. Pres­ 
ident Gen. Fulgencio Batista was 
at his Camp Columbia military 
headquarters. 
The suspension of constitutional 
guarantees — ending the right of 
public assembly and freedom of 
the press — was invoked for the 
first time since the abortive revolt 
at Santiago in July, 1953. 
Eleven Reported Dead 
Government authorities said ll 
persons were known dead and at 
least that many wounded in the 
Matanzas fighting between govern­ 
ment and rebel forces. The army 
said three soldiers were wounded 
and that none were killed. 
The fighting started at 10:30 a 
rn. Sunday when six truckloads of

blackout”

It caught hundreds of American 
tourists unawares. 
Scores were 
stranded at the Varadero summer 
resort a few miles from Matanzas 
when police threw up roadblocks. 
Prio Accused 
A government communique on 
the uprising referred to a previous 
announcement which said orders 
had gone out from Prio’s country 
farm for inception of a terrorist 
campaign designed to “create a 
revolutionary atmosphere.” 
Batis­ 
ta overthrew the Prio government 
in a coup d’etat in March, 1952, 
and the ousted president took exile 
in Miami. 
Form er President Prio returned 
from exile only six months ago. 
The government has accused him 
of masterminding all revolutionary 
disturbances in Cuba during recent 
weeks including riots by university 
students.

ness of this country’s foreign aid 
program and mutual security pacts 
had made it “unprofitable for the 
Soviets to follow their old poli­ 
cies.” 
But he warned that the Commu­ 
nist “ new look” does not warrant 
“our curtailing our mutual securi­ 
ty program.” 
President to Continue 
“Nothing has yet happened to 
make it prudent to terminate or 
curtail the present program,” he 
said. 
“ It would indeed be ironic if, 
now that the Soviet has begun 
giving aid to its allies in terms 
of billions, and offering economic 
aid to free nations in terms of 
hundreds of millions the United 
States should withdraw from that 
program which it invented and let 
the Soviet take over that field,” 
Dulles told the Senate group. 
Dulles, who recently advocated 
broadening the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to something 
more than a military pact, said 
he does not propose that the NATO 
council be used to distribute eco- 
! nomic aid. 
He said the Organization for 
European 
Economic Cooperation 
(OEEC) is “ available for expan­ 
sion of the NATO idea” and would 
be more useful in economic mat­ 
ters than the NATO council be­ 
cause it contains some countries 
such as Austria, Switzerland and 
Sweden which are not NATO mem­ 
bers. 
War Danger Lessens 
However, Dulles said, “the dan­ 
ger of general war seems some­ 
what less, and that is an immense 
relief.” 
However, he said, “their change 
is not due to any spiritual con­ 
version. They have not gotten re­ 
ligion. They realistically take ac­ 
count of what the free nations 
have done to make violence an 
unprofitable tactic.”

Ike Discloses 
New Synthetic 
'Natural' Rubber 
WASHINGTON <W — President 
Eisenhower told Congress today 
that industry has developed a syn­ 
thetic 
“natural” 
rubber which 
promises 
a “vastly 
simplified” 
national security program in the 
future. 
His report covered the disposal 
of government-built World War II 
synthetic rubber plants 
and the 
nation’s 
present rubber require­ 
ments and resources. 
The President said three com­ 
panies, in new laboratory proc­ 
esses. have synthesized success­ 
fully a substitute material “ with 
compositions and properties simi­ 
lar to natural rubber.” 
While current stockpiles of nat­ 
ural rubber are adequate, he said, 
development of the new product 
holds promise over the long run 
that the “maintenance of security 
would be vastly simplified.” 
It might be possible, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower said, to “produce types of 
rubber domestically which could 
take the place of natural rubber 
in large truck, bus and airplane 
tires.” 
Mr. Eisenhower said he believes 
private industry could be relied 
upon 
to advance 
the new syn­ 
thetic processes from the labora­ 
tory to commercial production. He 
noted that some pilot plants for 
limited 
production 
already are 
under construction.
